By ah amendment to the Bar 
Act In 1047 provision was made 
for the addition of a year of 
practical training to the three 
year academic course In the law 
schools of McGill, Laval and 
Unlvertlty of Montreal. In* the 
following year a curriculum for 
each of the four years was com- 
plied by the General Council of 
the Bar, and the Fourth Year 
went Into operation In Oct., 1951. 
While the .subjects to be covered 
wi the Fourth Year arc common 
to all three universities, the meth- 
ods of instruction vary in several 
respecta, Bearing In mind that the 
course, calls for practical training, 
McGill decided, that students -hauld 
-pend'' the mornings in approved 
al offices to which each of them 
assigned at the beginning of 
Ihe academic year. On four after- 
noons a week they return to the 
University for drafting and other 
'homework," and in the late after- 
noons and evenings they arc di- 
vided into seminars for instruction 
by practising attorneys. 

To conduct these seminars twen- 
ty-six well-known lawyers were 
appointed— all specially qualified in 
their respective fields. In addition, 
students are given practice in .pro 
paring and presenting legal argu- 
ments In a dummy Court in the 
Faculty, and arc now engaged In 
the preliminary stages of a mock 
trial Involving important questions 
of a medico-legal nature. For the 
success of this training (and I be 
lieve it already has proved success- 
ful) we are sincerely grateful to 
members of the Montreal Bar whose 
co-operation both in the offices and

less along the same lines, although 
their methods of Instruction might 
differ. 

At one of those meetings the 
University of Montreal and McGill 
presented almost Identical briefs 
turglng Inter alla that the third year 
Bar examination should be abolish- 
ed and that the Bar should accept 
the Third Year university exami- 
nation as a sufficient qualification 
for a student to proceed to the 
Fourth Year. If that suggestion had 
been adopted (unfortunately it was 
not) there would, be but one Bar 
examination at the end of the 
Fourth . Year, which would be re- 
stricted to practical matters.

been possible for a student to ob- 
tain a diploma, to practice law 
without having had any practical 
training or experience whatever. 
Such a state of affairs Is unthink- 
able In Medicine, and If It was not 
as serlouv In Law, It was certain- 
ly unsatisfactory. Under the pres- 
ent system students not only have 
a practical training in legal of- 
fices (Including both office work 
and attendance at Court, etc.), 
but also have the benefit of In- 
«traction In small groups by prac- 
tising lawyers with whom they 
may freely discuss their prob- 
lems. 

There can be little doubt, there- 
fore, that these students should 
be superior to their predecessors 
whose training was almost en- 
tirely academic and who went 
Ul-equlpped Into the rough and 
tumble of practice, relying upon 
others to guide them. Indeed It 
is significant that several appll- 
rations to attend Fourth Year 
seminars have been received 
from graduate lawyers. It was 
considered necessary to refuse 
such applications In order to con- 
fine the classes to reasonably 
small dimensions. 

BRIEFS PRESENTED 
It Is important to mention that 
as the Fourth Year was about to 
3o into operation, meetings were 
held at McGill's suggestion with 
representatives of the other two 
universities and with members of 
the Bar Council and of the Bar 
Examination Board.

As part of the Fourth Year plan, 
the students arc taking part in a 
Mock Trial. The case Is an inter- 
esting one and involves many pre 
liminary proceedings in the "Prac 
'.ice Court." The class has been di- 
vided into four groups, each group 
■ eprcsenting one of the parties in- 
volved in the case and W. C. J. 
Meredith, Dean 'of the law faculty 
ind a practising lawyer for 23 
years is the presiding judge at the 
trial.' 

The case Is 'one. of interest since 
it- was an actual- case concerning 
a minor who was admitted to a 
hospital for an emergency opera 
tion. During the course of the op- 
eration the boy developed surgical 
shock, and was later placed under 
a hospital baker. While undergoing 
this treatment the patient suffered 
burns, and was forced to remain in 
hospital for a longer period than 
may have been necessary had he 
not suffered this damage. 

The boy being a minor, his father 
took action against the hospital, 
against the doctor, and against the 
special nurse who was looking after 
Ihe boy at the time of the accl 
dent. The four groups of students 
are representing- (a) the father, 
lb) the hospital, (c) the doctor and 
(d) the nurse.' 

At the time of writing a writ has 
been Issued, Appearances have 
been made by the Defendants, var- 
ious motions have been argued — 
Judgment being rendered by the 
Dean as Judge of the Practice Court 
— and other preliminary proceed' 
ings ha,vc been, taken prior to the 
final hearing of' the case. A Jury 
composed of students of the Law 
Faculty will be subpoenaed, and it 
Is hoped that the trial will take 
place at an early date.

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McGill Plays Leading Role 
In International Field 



In the spring of 1051 McGill 
announced the establishment In its 
Faculty of Law of the new Insti- 
tute of International Air Law. On 
Oct. 1, 1951 the Institute opened its 
first session attended by graduates 
of universities in Canada, China, 
Egypt, .Germany, Great Britain, 
Greece, Hungary and the United 
States of America. 

The announced . purpose of the 
Institute was to provide facilities 
for advanced study in international 
air law for qualified law graduates, 
and also to- provide an academic 
organization (or fundamental 
research in a field that has already 
obtained worldwide importance. 
The academic work being done at 
the Institute indicates that both 
of these purposes are being fulfilled. 

Courses in the first term included 
Ihe history, of International Trans- 
port Law and Public International 
Air Law, given by the Director of 
the Institute. In the second term a 
course is being given by Dr. E, 
Pepin, Chief of the Legal section of 
the International Civil Aviation 
Organization, on. International Air 
Regulation. 

Courses on Private International 
Air Law, Including questions as to 
the liability of carriers under gen- 
eral law and under the Warsaw and 
Borne Conventions; arc being given 
by the Director and by Dr. J. G. 
Cazdik, lecturer In Roman Law at 
McGill and Secretary of the Legal 
Committee of the International Air 
Transport Association. All of these 
lectures arc given as seminars, pro- 
viding an opportunity for round- 
table discussion; of the 'principles 
at issue. 

ORIGINAL RESEARCH 

Considered of equal Importance 
to these formal courses of study is 
the program for original research 
which has been undertaken. Dur- 
ing the first term four study groups 
were organized to discuss' (1) the 
extent of national sovereignty of a 
country In the areas of space above 
and beyond the airspace — a ques- 
tion already posed by present high 
altitude rocket flight; (2) the ex- 
tent of national airspace rights in 
various areas such as over Interna- 
tional canals, over the frozen seas 



in the Arctic, and over areas of the 
high seas adjacent to national 
shores but beyond the ."three mile 
limit;" (3) the extent of the rights 
of a nation to reserve for its ow 
nircraft air traffic between points 
in its territory; and (4) conflicts 
that exist in the competence and 
jurisdiction of courts |n the case of 
crimes committed on board and air- 
craft when the flag of the aircraft 
Is not that of the state flown over.

Our Code 
Of French 
Origin

The contention that the Quebec 
Civil Code is a copy of the Napol 
conic Code Is prevalent in Canada, 
the United States and In Europe. 
It Is true that the Quebec codifi- 
cation has the same style of pros 
cntatlon as the Napoleonic Code. 
We find the same books, titles, 
chapters and divisions concerning 
the same problems which is after 
all natural because of thc.cornmon 
French and Roman origin of the 
two codes. 

Despite this apparent similarity It 
Is worth being noted that the Que 
bec Code has devoted a fourth book 
to Commercial Law, whereas the 
French Civil Code docs not com- 
prise such rules. In France- these 
rules have been the object of a com- 
mercial codification. 

It is indeed true that the* Quebec 
codifiera took Napoleon's Code as 
a model, at least as far as pattern 
Is concerned. It is true also to con- 
tend that on the whole the Quebec 
texts of the Civil Code have been 
elaborated Ihe same way because, 
up to a certain degree, the same 
juridical thoughts and problems 
were envisaged. 

NEED TO CODIFY ' 
The need to codify civil and pro- 
perty rights in the Province of Que- 
bec in 1B68, the result of a mind full 
of prospective plans, logic and even 
beauty in the case it builds, Is the 
same here as In France. The reas- 
ons for this codification in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec were primarily his- 
torical.

well as the value of legal education 
as a preparation for business, the 
civil service a nd political life. 

The Bar should ' provide leader- 
ship in legal reform and trained 
skills in the drafting of legislation 
as well as an understanding of the 
limits of law enforcement. It Is 
obvious that these calls on the pro- 
fession require more than a knowl- 
edge of legal rules. They demand a 
wide understanding of social needs 
and of the way in which law 
functions in society. 

In turning to law as a prepara- 
tion for public life and for business 
the lawyer requires the same basic 
understanding of the whole field 
of law as the general practitioner, 
but with avery different emphasis. 
To the business man or civil ser- 
vant the problems arising from 
marriage or disputes about the 
renting n( a house "have relatively 
little importance, but he does need 
an understanding of the govern- 



and quasi-Judicial agencies. 
.He must not only be familiar 
with the way in which the Board 
of Transport Commissioners oper- 
ates, but understand Its social and 
economic implications. The same 
holds true for industrial law. Not 
only so, but he needs In addition 
to have studied and thought about 
ways of controlling administrative 
bodies, of effectively protecting the 
Individual, whether human beings 
or corporations, from arbitrary de- 
cisions, and of doing this in such a 
way as not to hamper the work 
for which the agency was created. 

Keeping in mind these needs 
both of the profession and of the 
individual, a law faculty must plan

The Criminal law of Canada, like 
that of the United States, is derived 
from the Common law of England. 

Offences ranging from capital 
crimes to minor violations arc si- 
milarly defined in their jurlsdic- 
and in ours; the essential elcmnts 
to be proved to establish the com- 
mission of any particular crime 
arc, generally, the same here and 
country, as arc various 
grounds of defence, justification 
and excuse upon which an Alleged 
offender may rely. 

In both- countries the rules and 
laws of procedure, — the mode of 
beginning and conducting the trial 
and the course to be followed after 
conviction. and sentence, or, as the 
case may be, after acquittal,— have 
the same aim: to bring about justice 
speedily and efficiently, to prevent 
the miscarriage of justice. 

FOOTBALL 
But in their approach to that 
goal, our friendly neighbors have 
'stolen the show,' for our laws of 
criminal procedure — placed bc- 
sldr the American procedural 
rules— remind an old Rugby fan 
of the duller, tougher game of

Our provision» of Criminal 
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procedure are embodied in a 
statute known , as the Criminal 
Code of Canada, enacted in 1892, 
twice aince revised and consoli- 
dated, and amended from time to 

These provisions arc spread over 
more than five hundred sections. 
During almost sixty years since the 
Code was enacted, they have given 
rise to a mass of judicial decisions, 
a large number of which are con- 
flicting or contradictory. 

Amendments passed every year 
with a view to clarify the meaning 
of many provisions have resulted 
only in partial and Inadequate 're- 
medies. 

U.S. CODE 
This condition compares most 
unfavourably with the situation 
in the United States when 
Federal Rules or Crlmina 

" ( ccdurc have been In force 
1046. These Rules were adopted 
aHer 4 years or intensive study, 
debate and consideration by an 
advisory committee of experts- 
headed by Dean Vandcrblll— who 
secured opinio- <nd criticisms 
of the Bench r tar throughout 

'the country, . .e Committee's 
work culminating in an litis draft 
which now has the force of law. 

Although their Rules and our 
sections on procedure are both 
designed to maintain In criminal 
matters the general principles or 
Justice based on the English 
Common law, their Riiles are a 
mere 60 In number while we 
gutter under the weight of 565 
sections on procédure. 
Their Rules state the procedure 

simply, clearly and briefly, "ex- 




pressing much In little.** 

Our scellons to a great extent 
are long and intricately phrased— 
the joy of the defence barrister, 
the distress of the Crown attorney, 
the confusion of the law student, 
and sometimes of their lecturer. 

The United States Rules set 
forth within their fcope the follow- 
ing proceedings, among others: 

(a) I'reiiminary proceedings, 
including the Complaint, Warrant 
or Summons, Issuance, Form, Ex- 
ecution, Service, Return thereof 
(Rules 3 to 5; compare our sec- 
tions 646 to 704); 

(b) Indictment and Informa- 
tion, Particulars, Amendments, 
the Grand Jury, Challenges, Mo- 
tions to Dismiss, Joinder of Of- 
fences and of Defendants, Arralgn- 

enl, Pleas, Preparation for Trial, 
e, Trial, Judgment and Sen;

ent (Rules 6 to 36. The same 
subjects cover 172 sections in our 
Cqdc.) 

(c) Appeal and Certiorari 
(RUIrs 37, 38 and 39). Our provis- 
ions relating to an appeal to. a 
"Court ol Appeal" cover twelve 
sections; and provisions with re- 
ference to certiorari, some of 
which also deal with habeas corp- 
us, are contained In seven addi- 
tional sections. 

While the Rules themselves are 
bound to result In a certain body of 
conflicting judicial opinions, they 
certainly will eliminate a large per- 
centage of the complications and 
confusion which have prevailed in 
the past, because they render 
obsolete all such opinions and 
decisions as are not in conformity

Men in the legal profession and 
the lay public in general regard 
women lawyers from three differ- 
ent viewpoints. At one extreme 
arc those who hold_ that women 
have no place at all in the field of 
law. Somewhat progressed arc 
those who claim that women have a 
icstrlctcd role in that field limited 
to such matters as domestic rela- 
tions and juvenile delinquency. At 
the other extreme are those who 
hold that women have, or ought to 
have, a place in the legal profes- 
sion equal to thai of their con- 
freres. 

■''','''-' >"'' 
There are many strong reasons to 

Justify the latter viewpoint. The 
intellectual average of a woman is 
fully equal to that of a man. The 
law Itself, insofar as single women 
are concerned, assumes this equal- 
ity of intellect, for, uy and large, 
single adult women are subject 1o 
the ime rights and the same duties 
as men. It is only when she mar- 
ries that, in Quebec at least, shd 
suddenly becomes incapacitated as 
to contracting, alienating and dis- 
posing of her property, presumably 
to give her husband an authority 




which, the law— written by ma 
assumes he ought to have. 

In the field of law, women can 
inculcate into the mind of the lay 
public the medical idea of service- 
service to those sick in heart, mind 
or soul. That they can do this 
more effectively than men is not 
due to the fact that they are better. 
Rather it is due to the fact that 
the circumstances under which they 
enter the study of law, and later 
the "practice of law, are, as à rule, 
different 'from those of their con- 
freres. Men enter the field of law 
for many reasons, but,, primarily, 
to make good, financially speak- 
ing, and, If possible, to gain a few 
laurels. Women, on the othc; 
who enter the study of law, 
ing as they do the tremendous 
odds they must face in what is 
still primarily a man's field can do 
so only if, in addition to motives of 
personal glory, they arc motivated 
by a keen interest In, and a desire 
to serve humanity.

What concerns us most today Is the future which 
lies before us, the voyage upon which we In this 
generation arc now embarking. We are standing 
, on the threshold of a new age, an age of chang- 
Ing values, changing Institution and changing ways. 
In such a period "the ministers at the court of 
Justice" are likely to play an Important part on 
the stage. If they play It wisely they can contri- 
bute much to the progress and welfare of mankind, 
but the years ahead will demand knowledge and 
wisdom of a high order. 

At no other time have the Faculty of Law and 
the legal profession faced a greater challenge than 
that which- confront* them today in regard to the 
preservaUon of human liberties and maintenance 
of those Individual freedoms which arc so mue!

New Trends 
Royal Ordinances, orders issued 
from the Sovereign Council, 
brought new trends corresponding 
to new needs in this country. After 
the Treaty of Paris in 1763 a Brit 
lsh Influence was felt In Private 
Law and especially In Commercial 
Law. 

There arose the need to reduce 
the complexity of the law arising 
' from its varied sources and lo 
classify the principles and instltu 
Hons then existing. The commis- 
sioners proceeded to codify the 
then existing law as practiced In 
what later became the Province 
of Quebec. 

It was not a question of creating 
a new Code, but rather of adapting 
the Civil Laws and principles which 
were of a general and permanent 
character. From the basis of the 
Code, if the codlficrs In charge of 
such a task appeared to be inspired 
with Napoleon's Code In Its pat- 
tern they made sure to stress that 
they Intended to make a Code 
composed of "our own laws." 
COMPROMISE. 

This observation at first seems of 
no Importance. It is, however, the 
keystone for the- technique of the 
judicial interpretation of the Que- 
bec Code. The Quebec codification 
is not to be assimilated to the 
F:«>nch one which was indeed a 
compromise between the old Roman 
and customary laws enforced In 
the Mother Country and the Impact 
which the French Revolution had 
on certain specific legal institu- 
tions, so that the Quebec Code has 
not created any new laws nor in- 
fused my new spirit in the field of 
property and civil rights. 

We might contend that up to a 
certain degree this Quebec codifi- 
cation, contrary to that of the 
Jfrench one, ha,< a certain contln 
uttr In Its 



it similarity, with reservations, to 
the English common law. There U 
no link between Past and Present 
with experience It Is easy to un- 
derstand that even In the XII Cen- 
tury the old French customary law 
now codified could have had r 
large influence on the technical In- 
terpretation of the Quebec Civil 
Code. 
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and understand the Way It operates, 



with them. Further, while the 
Rules arc apparently meant to be 
construed as complete and 
exhaustive upon the matters with 
which they deal, the courts are not 
limited to the Rules; no endeavour 
has been made to prescribe a 
uniform practice as to certain 
matters of detail and the individual 
courts arc left free to regulate them, 
either by local Rules or by usage. 

Will our law-makers take advan- 
tage of . the excellent example 
afforded by the United States 
Rules? 

A new draft Code — also the 
work of several years — has been 
prepared and recently completed by 
a Commission appointed by Ottawa. 

Especially if the Commissioners 
have not given due attention to 
the American Rules, our Canadian 
legislators would be prudent 
when the new draft is introduced 
as a BUI at the next session of 
Parliament which opens on Fcbru 
ary 28th,— to consider the advisab 
illty of including therein such por- 
tion of those Rules as might be 
calculated to add to the long over 
due improvements which it Is an- 
ticipated the new Code will 
tain. » 
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the matter or not and finally it 
must select the content of and ar- 
range the curriculum so as to 
[iphieve these objectives and enable 
cnaracte'r which gives j the student to get the feel of law 



The task of planning a curricu- 
lum is. not so much determining 
what is to be included, but rather 
of what can be left out A first 
year curriculum will inevitably 
contain the basic private law 
courses, persons, property, obliga 
lions, legal history and an ele 
mcntary course on legal science and 
method. This latter course will also 
deal with public law concepts, 
Public law and civil procedure may 
also begin at' this stage. 

Although opinions on this point 
differ, much Is to be said for com- 
pleting civil law In second year 
and Including at this stage a gen- 
eral course in commercial law fol- 
lowing along the lines of the Bar 
regulations. Civil procedure should 
begin In order that students may 
have an understanding of the way 
in which rights are enforced.' The 
attention of the student at this stage 
should be directed to the broader 
aspects of judicial remedies, their 
nature and their relation to sub- 
stantive law other than to the de- 
tailed rules of the local jurisdiction 
The approach should be scientific 
and comparative rather than tech- 
nical and local. Constitutional law 
might well be completed In this 
year laying the frame-work within 
which administrative and industrial 
law function. 

In the third year procedure 
should be completed In the same 
general spirit but with more cm 
phasis on a critical appraisal of our 
own system, administrative and 
industrial law dealt with, as well as 
special fields In commercial law 
such as business organization and 
finance, insurance and negotiable 
instruments. At this stage the prin- 
ciple of options should be intro- 
duced in order that a student may 
have the opportunity of doing 
intensive work in a field of his 
choice. Here too subjects such as 
comparative law. conflict of laws, 
public international law should be 
taken. 



within Canada, the shift from 
power to sentiment that marks the 
evolving commonwealth tie, the 
cultural and economic Impact of, 
and Intertwining with, the United 
States — these were the main In- 
gredients which, with the pervad 
Ing spirit of modern nationalism as 
a catalytic agent, permitted the 
moulding of a very modern Anglo 
French constitutional monarchy in 
North America. In the Twenties 
and Thirties, the Commonwealth 
link and the role of Canada as a 
producer and exporter of primary 
products — always at the mercy 
of unpredictable terms of trade- 
were the preeminent external con 
cerns. At the same time the sense 
of Canadian nationality was mount' 
Ing. Leadership in cultural aware 
ness was largely In Quebec, while 
political leadership was found In 
a mixture of French and English 
speaking Intellectuals and politic 
lans In Quebec and Western Canada 
who more often than not had in 
spiratlonal tics to men like Robert 
Borden, Henri Bourassa, John Da- 
foe. Mackenzie King, Oscar Skclton 
and a few other striking person- 
alities. Canadian prose, poetry a 



painting, Canadian music, Interesl 
In Canadian history and folk ways, 
all showed vigorous sprouts ready 
for quick growth and hardy blos- 
soms to fit then for competing with 
the richer, attracting culture to 
the South. , ' 

There was, however, in this 
period a reluctance to undertake 
serious international obligations. 
Canada's political horizon Interna- 
tionally did not go much beyond 
North America and the Atlantic, its 
political Interests were_ regional, 
Its attitude passive. Mr. king both 
reflected and helped to- mould 
this combination of modesty, nai- 
vete and inhibition . in policy and 
action. Nevertheless there was. 
Intellectually, much curiosity about 
the world and Its doings. 

CANADA AT WAR 
But the 'Forties catapulted Can- 
ada into more than alliances and 
war. It brought about great changes 
In the degree of Canadian respon- 
sibility for International policy, 
making for war and for peace. It 
magnified out of all expectation the 
size of her potential as a military 
ally and an Industrial resource. It 
created a new sense of lnlernation 
al political participation, of the 
right .to share in the major decision- 
making machinery of states. With a 
reserve of highly competent civil 
servants and experienced poll- 
ticians, Canada since 1046 has 
been able to take on the 
role of being able to take on 
without neccssârily being a Great 
Power. In the United Nations and 
the specialized agencies," in the 
North Atlanlic Tréaty Organization, 
It has made distinctive crJntribu 
lions in the earnestness of its in- 



terest as well as in the size of its 
material contributions to the vari- 
ous international activities of these 
and other agencies. 

It there have been shortcomings 
they seem to He in the spirit ex 
pressed often in such Canadian 
activity. For somehow there Is .a 
suggestion of too little depth of 
feeling, too little enthusiasm or 
color in Canadian methods and of- 
ten too little conviction In Can- 
adian ends. Doubtless « this results 
from a leadership that Is sane and 
wary, so wary that for example 
Canada has occasionally "abstain 
ed" from voting in the United Na 
lions on important but embarrass 
:ng Issues when a degree more of 
uninhibited conviction might have 
lead to i clear "yes" or "no." But 
•n a world and generation chronic 
ally upset by ideological erupt 
Hons b anarchy or tyranny mas- 
querading as moral or national fer- 

ism of most Canadian policies and 
behaviour, at home and abroad, is 
tc be welcomed. 

LITTLE INTEREST 
On some great issues Canada 
seems to have too little Interest at 
least In terms of public debate and 
official statements, e.g. the futuro 
of Germany Middle East problems, 
and the Pacific Alliance. But In 
NATO, in the United Nations and 
the Specialized Agencies, In the 
Technical Assistance and Colombo 
Plan programmes, In the field of 
atomicvcnergy and armaments con 
trol, here is a small but fortunate 
people playing a role that it could 
never have Imagined for itself 
dozen years ago when Its deepest 
preoccupations were with' the de 
pression and the maladjustments 
of Canadian Federation. As the 
second greatest bf Her Majesty's 
Kingdoms Canada may play an 
even larger world role as her In- 
dustrial strength and political ex 
perlence are supported by proper 
legal forms, and more Important, 
supported by a national willing- 
ness to accept the responsibilities 
of a society blessed with skills and 
resources, lis North American elan 
a challenge to the distemper of the 
times. .

'Tavern-keepers, or others, 
selling to persons", other than 
travellers, Intoxicating liquors to be 
drunk on the spot, have no action 
for the recovery of the price of 
such liquors." (Article 1481, Civil 
Code.) 

This Important article either 
means what is says or it docs not. 
Given this indisputable premise and 
a place to stand, I could move the 
earth, f Archimedes Principle.) 

To treat this subject exhaustively 
requires us to pore over the words 
of the text until we become 
exhausted. Consequently this essay 
will be short. It Is a well-estab- 
lished legal principle that every 
word in an act of parliament must 



be so interpreted as to have a 
meaning, even- when it would 
clearly be better off without one. 

The phrase "tavern-keepers" is 
unfortunately quite slaaightforward. 
It means "keepers of a tavern." 
Since the word "tavern Is in the 
singular, a keeper who had several 
taverns would obviously be 
excluded from its scope. Never- 
theless, it is quite possible that the 
courts, with their traditional con- 
tempt for written law, would 
construe the text so liberally as to 
include even this class of person 

Such an- interpretation, however, 
would be inappropriate, since the 
phrase "or others" includes both 
them and other others. In fact it 
includes just about anything. It is 
the sort of phrase that if it were 
a clause would be called a residuary 
clause, and no more need be said 
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The word "selling" is a present 
participle of the Anglo-Saxon verb 
"sell" meaning Just that. It comes 
from the Latin (Roman) contract 
of "emptlo-vcndltlo," meaning the 
same thing only as a noun. In 
Canadian law such a contract Is 
one -"by which a party gives 
thing to the other for a price in 
money . . . subject nevertheless to 
the provisions contained in article 
1027 and to the special rules, con- 
cerning the transfer of registered 
vessels." (Article 1472, Civil Code.) 

An explanation 'of the terms of 
this definition might prove con 
fusing to the untutored reader) and 
it is here that the full value of the 
exhaustive treatment (sec supra) 
becomes evident, for no such ex 
planation will be given. 

Even the remaining thirty-five 



words of the article, pregnant with 
meaning though they be, must be 
passed -over cursorily it we arc to 
remain true to our principle. And 
we arc. - It Is with some regret' that 
we refrain from revealing why the 
word "persons" has been held to in 
elude women. (See Edwards v. The 
Attorney General for Canada, 1030 
Appeal Cases 124). Nor can we ex 
pose the special provisions regard' 
lng "any intoxicating liquor for 
sacramental or medicinal purposes" 
in section 180 of the Canada Tern 
perarice Act (Revised Statutes of 
Canada, 1927. c. 100).

Dr. Cameron Speaks On 
Albert Schweitzer's Life 



"Jesus was a man, and a man of 
his time," is the basis of Albert 
Schweitzer's theory of Christ, ac- 
cording to Dr. Angus Cameron. AI 
bert Schweitzer was his topic at 
yesterday's meeting of the Student 
Christian Movement. 

"The Jews were awaiting a Mes- 
siah," he said. "They were caught 
between empires— the Persians, the 
'Egyptians, the Ascians, The 
Greeks, and the Romans. They 
were a subject people, but a proud 
people. They felt that j they were 
•-. the chosen race.' 

Jesus believed that a kingdom of 
God would soon be created on 
earth. He sent his disciples to pre- 
pare the people for the heavenly 
kingdom, and to expect trials and 
tribulation. But when the disciples 
returned without having experienc- 
ed great difficulty, and since the 
Kingdom hasn't yet arrived, Jesus 
decided that He must give His life 
one for the world's sins. Then

But this interpretation by 
Schweitzer was acceptable to 
neither the liberals nor the orth- 
odox Christians. The liberals 
thought of a Burnc-Joncs Jesus; 
Schweitzer's was a dynamic, Mich- 
aelangclo Jesus, while the Ortho- 
dox Christians thought of him as 
a divine Christ, the son of God.

Alsace in 1875, and went to Stras, 
bourg University. By the age of 
thirty he had three doctor's degrees. 
He' won his Ph.D. for a paper on 
Kant, his Th.D. for "Historical 
Jesus", and Doctor of Music for his 
work on Bach. He was famous 
throughout Europe as a Bach In- 
terpreter. '- 

Since he enjoyed his activities 
and his life so much, at the age of 
twenty-one he decided that at the 
age of thirty he would devote the 
rest of his life to public service. 
He was not accepted as a mission- 
ary, because he was too heretical, 
so he spent six years studying med- 
icine and specializing In tropical 
diseases. 

He decided that he wanted to 
work In Africa, where there was 
«reat opcsrfjn}^ Jsr hripisg iht 
natives. His sermons were in the 
simplest language, all about stories 
of the life of Jesus, and not at all 
about the various interpretations 
and beliefs. A very Catholic person 
he wrote a book on comparative 
religion, and held Protestant and 
Catholic services every Sunday in 
the same church. 

It was noted at the end that he 
looked a lot like Stalin. "Perhaps 
he leads a double life," someone 
quipped. 



Alberta Council 
Drops Plan for 
Student Banking 

Edmonton, Alia. — (CUP)— The 
Students' Council of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta have decided to 
shelve plans for the establishment 
of' banking facilities for students 
on the campus. 

The executive committee ot the 
Students' Council began their 
efforts to obtain a bank on the 
campus last April. The University 
of British Columbia was contacted 
with regard to the operation of 
their bank, which, from all reports, 
has proven quite satisfactory. It 
was learned that the enrollment 
at UBC is 2,400 greater than at 
Alberta and that 400 of these arc 
D.V.A. students. 

It was also learned that the bank 
on the west coast campus was used 
by permanent residents, aa It Is 
the only bank wij'hin two miles 
of the university. 

After meeting with little support 
from various banks in Edmonton, 
Council decided to drop the idea.

They asserted that through the 
Marshall Plan the United States 
has alleviated some of the political 
uneasiness and economical instab- 
ility that has existed in European 
countries since the end of World 
War II. These countries in the post 
war years have not been in a posi- 
tion to restore their own economy 
as well as the political uneasiness. 
The United States, said the McGill 
debaters, responded to this with 
the Marshall Plan which is a 
"generous and far sighted gesture 
on their part." 

American leadership, they con- 
tinued. Is designed to give others 
what it wants itself. It is self- 
sufficient and do not need to re- 
ceive help but they had given of 
their resources. ' Her dollars have 
helped to build others and to give 
them internal stability. 

The Toronto students supporting 
the affirmative of the resolution, 
stated that the leadership of the 
free countries was forced upon the 
United States but that this has not 
inspired- confidence of the United 
States in the free 'world. 

They criticized the manner and 
effect of the policy of American 
world leadership for "U.S. intcrcsis 
first and not sacrificing themsel- 
ves." They argued that "the high 
ideals of the United States have 
been tarnished by the blind stutnb- 
Ing way in which it has given 
leadership." 

The Toronto debaters also criti- 
cized the United States for its ma- 
turity, which, tiiey said, a good 
leader should not have. They said 
that United States with its poten- 
tial self-sufficiency is Isolated from 
the conflicts ot Europe and its pol- 
cy docs not allow sympathetic 
understanding ot their policies

Principal Mackintosh termed the 
high school graduates "uninformed 
and Inexperienced," and felt that 
they did not show an ability to 
concentrate and that "they over- 
organlicd" themselves.

election for the government of Its 
forthcoming mock parliament. The 
party to be government is not 
chosen by a rotation system, as at 
McGill. but by means of a mock 
election in which the students are 
asked to decide, 

In this election the Progressive 
Conservative party was elected by 
plurality, with 38 scats to the 
Liberals 23 and CCF 22. The Labour 
Progressive Party got 9. The system 
used was to give each student a 
ballot with the question "Which of 
the following parties do -you wish 
to form the government In the 
coming Mock Parliament?" and fol- 
lowed by the four parties listed in 
order. The student was to mark 
the one of his choice. Balloting was 
held In all the colleges comprising 
the University of Toronto, 

There were two Independent 
seals allowed by the Mock Parlia- 
ment committee on the grounds of 
the number of Independent votes 
registered In the election. In ad- 
dition several amusing ballots were 
discovered, one for the Bloc Popu- 
laires, one for the Dlxlecrats, and 
one for Joe Stalin. 

The bill to be debated at the Mock 
Parliament on January 10th, has 
not yet been definitely decided. 
The leader of the Government 
party has outlined suggested bills, 
one of which must be accepted by 
the Speaker of the House before it 
can be used. They are: (1) to In 
troducc comprehensive social se- 
curity; (2) to establish a govern- 
ment grants board for' universities 
and increase bursaries to univcr' 
titles; and (3) to amend the 
Liquor Control Act of Ontario.
